SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The 1976 Town Meeting found Newbury’s voters tax conscious. 
Once again the Town defeated the proposal to build a building to house 
our fire equipment and a police station for our full-time officer. After a 
long discussion the ‘‘transfer’’ of Revenue Sharing Funds to the High- 
way Equipment and Fire Equipment Reserve Funds was passed ‘‘if it 
were legal.’’ Although the Federal government approved the use of the 
Revenue Sharing Funds for the purchase of a payloader in September, 
a state worker in Concord in November declared the vote illegal. For 
this reason notices were posted and new articles put in the Warrant. 

Again on the Expanded Elderly Exemption a technicality delayed 
the town’s expression of its desire. 

The National Bicentennial year went by with a minimum of com- 
mercialism. To the best of our knowledge no American flags used as 
decorations were allowed to hang until their faded shreds were no 
longer identifiable. A hard-working committee put on a fine per- 
formance without outsiders posing for the cameras. We hope that the 
Newbury children realized that patriotism is not costumes, flag-waving 
and pictures, but the willingness of our ancestors to give their lives to 
their country whether on the battlefield or the dedication of that life to 
the principles which have made this nation great. 

This last year there have been quite a few property changes and 
some new construction. Of utmost importance is the fact that we have 
new names on our checklist. We welcome them and their judgement on 
joining us. 

Sadly we have seen new stones in our cemeteries and we will miss 
those who have departed. 

The law requires that the Town lines be perambulated. The 
Selectmen of the town walked the bounds and found markers lost for 
years and replaced those which had been destroyed. Should one follow 
the course of the Goshen/Newbury line he will see this to have been a 
tremendous job. 

Ahead are problems which must be faced by the town. We must 
select Town officers willing to do the whole job, putting in the time the 
office requires and willing to stand up in the face of problems for that 
which is right, not that which is popular. 

The problem of our burning dump is ever with us and again we 
must prepare for the worst and hope for the best. 

We must maintain the excellent road net and see that Mr. Folsom 
and his men have the proper equipment. We must insure that Mr. 
Ricard has the materials necessary for the Blodgett Sewer. 

We must find a replacement for the dedicated Dr. Doyle, who has 
carried on a year after giving his notice as Overseer of Public Welfare. 

We must find dedicated people to fill the posts on the Planning 
Board, Board of Selectmen, Auditors etc. We must find committed 
people who will be with us in the rugged winters. 

We must remember that the best government is the least govern- 
ment. That all the free Federal, state, county, regional and other 
money is simply a part of our own dollars with bureaucratic controls 
substituted for the difference between what we pay in, and what we get 
out.

THE BLODGETT AREA SEWER 


As the care and operation of the sewer plant levels off, it has 
seemed wise to have two men working together for a half a day, rather 
than one full-time man alone. 

Russell Ricard and his assistant, Paul Murphy, have accomplished 
far more as a team than one full-time man could have accomplished 
alone. 

In the summer Michael Plunkett worked mowing banks and 
weeding the sand beds. 

The instruments originally located in the dangerous lower levels of 
the silos are now on the ground floor, thus eliminating a bad hazard. 

New troughs are being built by our men as a steady replacement 
program. The use of plastic and plywood in the cold weather has 
eliminated frost problems and the actual danger of breakage. 

Because of the fact that most users of the Blodgett Area Sewer are 
seasonal occupants and because tax bills go out in early winter, the 
Sewer Commissioners have voted to bill the users in the summer. This 
will allow checks on the number of outlets as well as answering ques- 
tions with regard to operation and costs. 

The people of the Blodgett Area are reminded that Article [I of the 
Sewer Ordinance passed in March 1973 states in effect, that any owners 
whose residence is within 100’ of the road or sewer lines must connect 
within 90 days notice from the Town. And, within the 90 days cease 
and desist from discharge elsewhere. The fine for failure is not more 
than $1,000.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


There were four reported brush fires in Newbury this year. 

There are still people asking for permits for campfires on Mount 
Sunapee. This area is not set up for camping and campfires. 

The last fire reported was rather late in the season for this area. 
The fire was on November 21, 1976. The majority of the area burned 
was in Goshen on the South side of Mount Sunapee. The fire burned 
over the Newbury line about twenty feet. 

All open burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
controlled by the Forest Fire Wardens, in cooperation with the State of 
New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire 
out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must have a 
written permit signed by the Forest Fire Wardens. If the fire is to be 
kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the fire, he must 
have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. unless it is raining. A permit is still 
necessary even though it is raining.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The economic condition of the country is imposing a severe threat 
to the purity of the water in Lake Sunapee. 

The repair and replacement of antiquated and inadequate sewage 
disposal systems has slowed down, but the increasing numbers of 
persons using them has not. Further, there is real pressure to build on 
marginal lands, since they come cheaply. 

We must remind owners and dealers that gas fired disposal 
systems must be approved by the State just as all the conventional 
underground systems. 

Of concern to us as well is the area around the Mount Sunapee 
Traffic Circle where the State Beach system, the spraying of effluent on 
the Mountain, the proposed spraying to make snow, and the increase of 
commercial activity makes that part of the Lake a real question. 

Also of concern is the increasing pressure for Casino Gambling in 
New Hampshire and the obvious location for such enterprises being our 
State Park Areas. 

The health of the Town of Newbury could not stand a “‘Combat 
Zone’” on what once was described as a “‘Family Ski Area.’’ 

Our water quality is good, but constant vigilance and the rights of 
the majority superseding those of the commercial minority must be 
maintained.

REPORT ON TAX MAP 


During 1976, month-by-month efforts on the preparation of the 
Newbury Tax Map have resulted in the near completion of the first 
phase of the project. Previously, steps had been taken to organize the 
work into a definite procedure such as: Copying as many deeds as 
possible onto white property cards, drafting base maps from the 
photographic enlargement of the U.S.G.S. Quadrangle Map and 
organizing and indexing the plans available within the Town limits. The 
plans were plotted on the base maps and, with the property cards 
sorted by road name, the work began of plotting the parcels on the 
appropriate map. By the end of 1975, over 900 parcels had been 
plotted. 

In 1976, this procedure was continued until the buik of the deeds 
which had been copied were plotted on the maps, bringing the total 
number of individual parcels to 1,250. Work was also continued at the 
Registry of Deeds on some of the conveyances which were confusing or 
needed additional research before they could be plotted. Each parcel 
was assigned a coordinate index number which was written in the 
upper right-hand corner of the property card bearing the description 
and the Grantee’s name. 

Having plotted all of the identifiable lots in phase one which were 
based on the 1973 Tax Blotter, the next step was to measure the area 
of each numbered lot on the maps. This information, together with the 
Grantee’s name and lot number, was written on the owners’ cards 
which created an alphabetical cross-index of both Resident (yellow 
cards) and Non-Resident (green cards) owners. 

In December 1976, at the time of this report, the final step of 
phase one is well underway. The finished drawings of maps one 
through ten have been drafted, with sheets eleven through fourteen 
remaining to be done. Phase two will consist of bringing the listing of 
owners up to the present time by obtaining and plotting the new deeds 
which have been conveyed in 1974, 1975 and 1977. Conferences with 
the Selectmen will assist in getting information on probable owners of 
land which as yet, has not been identified.

3. To see if the Town will transfer the sum of $25,732.50 
already in the Highway Department Equipment Reserve 
Fund and the $7,000. appropriated at this meeting to the - 
Firehouse Building Fund. 

4. To see if the Town will transfer the sum of $16,942.04 
already in the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund 
and the $5,000. appropriated at this meeting to the 
Firehouse Building Fund.

b. Sanitary Landfill 

Ernest Sherman read the following letter: Dated February 20, 1976 
from the Air Pollution and Control Commission to the Board of 
Selectmen, Town of Newbury, N. H. ‘‘Gentlemen: This is to advise you 
that after due consideration the Air Pollution and Control Commission 
has approved your request for extension of time to operate your 
burning dump until July 1, 1977 as provided by RSA Chapter 290. As a 
stipulation to this approval you are requested to report the progress you 
are making toward the solution of your solid waste disposal problem 
every six months. The first report is expected after your March Town 
Meeting and prior to April 1, 1976. If we can be of any assistance to 
you with your solid waste problem please feel free to contact us.’’ Mr. 
Sherman moved to amend the Article to read: To see if the Town will 
authorize the Selectmen to negotiate for the transportation and disposal 
of solid waste for next year.

real estate which is not exempt from taxation under RSA 72:23 together 
with street address and the assessed value of each separate parcel of 
real estate owned by them. Such lists shall be posted in a public place 
in the Town or City. The Article was voted on and carried. 


ARTICLE 17 — To see if the Town wishes the State to reassess the 
Town, and to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for the first 
year, it being anticipated that there will be a requirement for 
$10,000. each year thereafter. 

Roland Kinsman made the motion to table this Article. Seconded 
and so voted. 


ARTICLE 18 — To see what action the Town wishes to take with regard 
to roads in the Subdivision called Ramblewood on Route 103-A. After 
the Planning Board has approved the changes in the registered 
subdivision plats and after the approved changes have been 
registered at the Registry of Deeds, the Road Agent be authorized, at 
his discretion, to accept the existing roads in Ramblewood. 

John Kelley moved to accept Article as read. This was seconded by 
John Heath. Arthur Jones amended the Article to include the words 
“‘The Road Agent and the Selectmen be authorized at their discretion.’’ 
This was seconded by Harold Folsom. The amendment was voted and 
accepted. Voted to accept Article as amended. 
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ARTICLE 19 — To see what action the Town wishes to take with regard 
to the pay scale of the following Town employees and officials, such 
changes to be reflected in the budget for the several positions. 

a. The Superintendent of the Sewer — Same hourly rate as the 
Road Agent. 

Thomas Leach moved and it was seconded to table this section of 
the Article. By a standing vote, Article was not tabled. Mr. Sherman 
explained that this is a highly technical job. The Selectmen have to 
decide on a competent person for the job. Daniel Wolf moved to amend 
the Article to read ‘‘Up to the same hourly rate of the Road Agent at 
discretion of the Selectmen.’’ This was seconded and the amendment 
was so voted. Article was voted to accept as amended. 

b. Custodians, Janitors, Caretakers of Cemeteries, Information 
Booth Attendants, Supervisors of the Checklist, Ballot Clerks 
to be the Federal Minimum Wage plus forty cents an hour. 

Roland Kinsman moved and it was seconded to accept Article as 
read. So voted. 

c. Auditors to be paid $40.00 per audit of Town Records. 

Kenneth St. Cyr moved, seconded by R. Kinsman to accept as 

read. So voted. 

Fred Pieczarka made the motion to remove Article 17 from the 
table. This was seconded. A standing vote was taken. Yes 33, No 53. 
Motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 20 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $11,000. for the repair and maintenance of the Newbury Dock. 

James Wright stated that the Dock would either be repaired or 
condemned. The Selectmen have two estimates, one for $11,000 for 
repairing and replacing to ice level. The other for $13,000 with the 
advice that two cribs be completely replaced. Lengthy discussion 
followed. Mr. Wright said the guarantee is for the life expectancy of 
the wood which is ten years. John Heath moved and it was seconded to 
accept Article as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 21 — To see what action the Town wishes to take with regard 
to insulating the Selctmen’s Office and reclaiming the second floor 
for Town use and to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000. for the 
same. 

John Heath moved and seconded by Roland Kinsman to accept 

Article as read. Article was carried. 


ARTICLE 22 — To see if the Town wishes the Selectmen to resist 
special tax treatment for landowners under the provisions of the 
so-called ‘“‘Open Space Law.’’ 

Mr. Sherman stated that the Selectmen needed advice from the 
Town on this problem. This law shifts the burden from large 
landowners on to the small landowner. Open Space is the land left after 
you take out farm, pastures, fields. Trees, woods, and lakes, that which 
is left, is Open Space. Instead of paying $100. per acre, they want to 
pay $12 or $15 an acre. If the Board denies a request for Open Space 
there would be a hearing. There is not a State Law saying the 
Selectmen must grant Open Space. Mr. Sherman wants the Town to 
know that every abatement given for Open Space the difference will be 
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picked up by small landowners. 

John Heath moved to table the Article. Seconded. Voted not to 
table. After more discussion, Mr. Pomeroy moved and was seconded by 
Beverly Smith to accept Article as read. So voted. 

Motion was made and seconded to recess this meeting until March 
4th at 7:00 p.m. 


March 4, 1976 


ARTICLE 23 — To see if the Town wishes to expand the current partial 
exemptions for the elderly on property taxes as provided for in RSA 
397-72:43, and to postpone the vote thereon until public hearings 
have been held as provided for in the law. 

James Wright read part of the Statute as follows: “‘A resident 65 
years of age up to 75 a $5,000 exemption; a resident 75 years of age up 
to 80 a $10,000 exemption; a resident 80 years of age or older a $20,000 
exemption based on the assessed valuation of the Town.’’ If this is 
adopted the previous old age exemption is thrown out. If this is not 
adopted the previous old age exemption is still in effect. There will be 
hearings on this. Sherry Rogers moved and it was seconded to accept 
Article as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 24 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $946.26 for Town Road Assistance on Class V Roads, the State to 
contribute the sum of $6,301.72. 

Harold Folsom moved and it was seconded to accept Article as 
read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 25 — To authorize the Selectmen to rent, rent toward 
purchase, or purchase such office equipment or furniture as needed 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $600. for the same. 

Sherry Rogers moved and it was seconded to accept Article as 
read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 26 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,000 for Perambulation of the town lines as required by Statute. 
This year there are four town lines to walk as stated by James 
Wright. They are Sutton, New London, Sunapee and Goshen. All marks 
or bounds have been found with the exception of Goshen. Three bounds 
have been destroyed which will constitute a survey on at least part of 
this. He added that Newbury being the oldest town has the 
responsibility to pay for Perambulation. Mr. Bonner moved and was 
seconded by Beverly Smith to accept Article as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 27 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $465.00 as requested by the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Region, 
for the support of its activities. 

Ernest Sherman made the motion and was seconded to table this 

Article. So voted. 


ARTICLE 28 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $556.00 as requested by the Community Action Program of the 
Merrimack-Belknap Region, for the support of its activities. 
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Carl Christiansen made the motion and was seconded to table this 
Article. So voted. 


ARTICLE 29 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $307.00 as requested by the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region, for 
the support of its activities. 

Frank Yager made the motion and was seconded to accept Articie 
as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 30 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 as requested by the New London Ambulance Service, for 
the support of its activities. 

Richard Wright moved and was seconded to table this Article. So 
voted. 


ARTICLE 31 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $450.00 as requested by the Newport Ambulance Service, for the 
support of its activities. 

Carl Christiansen moved and it was seconded to table this Article. 

So voted. 


ARTICLE 32 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,012.50 as requested by the Newport Area Home Health 
Agency, for the support of its activities. 

Roland Kinsman moved and was seconded to accept Article as 
read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 33 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 for the Bradford Rescue Squad. They having 
made no specific request for funds, the foregoing sum is 
recommended. 

Kenneth St. Cyr moved and it was seconded to accept Article as 
read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 34 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $750 as requested by the New London Hospital, for the support of 
its activities. 

Sherry Rogers made a motion and was seconded to accept Article 
as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 35 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $250.00 as requested by the Newport Hospital, for the support of 
its activities. 


Arthur Jones moved and it was seconded to accept Article as read. 
So voted. 


ARTICLE 36 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 for the American Red Cross. They having made no 
specific request, the foregoing sum is recommended. 

Ernest Sherman moved and was seconded to accept Article as 

read. Lengthy discussion followed. D. Wolf felt it would be setting a 

precedent if we donate and wondered where we would draw the line. 
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Mr. Sherman felt that it would be breaking precedent if we stopped 
contributing now after having done so for many years. Arthur Jones 
moved and it was seconded to table this Article. So voted. Standing 
vote Yes 53, No 27. 


ARTICLE 37 — To authorize the expenditure of Town funds for 
membership in the following organizations and no others and to raise 
and appropriate the sums noted. 


New England Town Clerks’ Association $ 5.00 
N. H. Tax Collectors’ Association 10.00 
N. H. City/Town Clerks’ Association 10.00 
N. H. Association of Assessors 10.00 
N. H. Municipal Association 247.00 
N. H. State Fireman’s Association 75.00 


Frank Yager made the motion and was seconded to accept this 
Article as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 38 — To see if the Town wishes to insure that yellow lines to 
prevent accidents be painted on dangerous sections of Bay Point 
Road. 

Richard Fairbanks moved and was seconded to accept Article as 
read. Arthur Jones stated it would cost about two cents a foot, the 
Town of Newbury is entitled to help from the Federal Government 
under the Federal Fund 205, shouldn’t cost the town anything. 


ARTICLE 39 — To see if the Town wishes to send the following request 
to the Kearsarge Regional School Board. 

1. It is requested by the Town of Newbury at its Annual Town 
Meeting assembled, that steps be taken to allow the 
representatives of the Town of Newbury to the Kearsarge 
Regional School Board be elected by the voters of the Town 
of Newbury in the Newbury Town Hall at the Newbury 
Town Meeting. 

2. It is similarly requested that the time of the Annual 
Meeting of the Kearsarge Regional School District be 
changed from its present winter date io one in the month of 
May, the better to secure citizen participation at the 
meetings. 

Daniel Wolf stated that according to the existing State Statutes, 
part two of this Article cannot be done. After some discussion Richard 
Fairbanks moved and it was seconded to accept section one as read. 
Marion Smith said that as an original board member that when we 
became regional we should think regional and vote in one place rather 
than each township voting separately. The vote was taken and section 1 
was not accepted. Donald Reny moved and it was seconded to table 
section 2. So voted. 


ARTICLE 40 — To see if the Town wishes to prohibit the use of Town 
Road equipment on private roads and driveways. 
Wilbur Dougherty moved and it was seconded to table this Article. 
So voted. 
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ARTICLE 41 — To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
employ a consulting firm on matters connected with the Blodgett 
Area Sewer, if needed, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000 for the same. 

Joseph Digilio moved and it was seconded to table this Article. 
Voted not to table. James Wright moved and it was seconded to accept 
Article as read. Mr. Wright said this $1,000 would be used in case of 
an emergency. Article was voted on and carried. 


ARTICLE 42 — To see if the Town wishes to take advantage of RSA 
228 and elect the members of its Planning Board, they ae 
hitherto been appointed by the Selectmen. 

a. In the 1977 Town Meeting elect three members for a one year 
term. 

b. In the 1977 Town Meeting elect two members for a two year 
term. 

c. In the 1977 Town Meeting elect one member for a three year 
term. 

d. The seventh member to be a member of the Board of 
Selectmen serving Ex-officio whose term shall correspond to his 
official tenure and who shall be a voting member of the 
Planning Board. 

e. Thereafter beginning in 1978 three members shall be elected 
each year. 

f. The term of elected members shall be for three years. 

g. The terms of the existing members of the Planning Board shall 
expire with the 1977 Town Meeting. 

Ernest Sherman stated that this Article has to be reworded to 
make it correct. As follows: Instead of RSA it should read the “‘Laws of 
1975-228.’ (a) ‘‘Elect two members’’ (c) ‘‘Elect two members’’ (e) 
“Elect two members.’’ He read the following law — ‘‘For a seven 
member Planning Board the Town shall initially elect two members for 
a one year term, two members for a two year term, and two members 
for a three year term. The seventh member shall be a Selectman 
appointed by the Selectmen Ex-officio whose term shall correspond to 
his official tenure. Thereafter the term of an elected Planning Board 
member shall be three years.’’ Mr. Reny moved to accept Article as 
stated by Mr. Sherman. This was seconded. Mr. Sherman requested a 
paper ballot. After lengthy discussion the Article was voted and 
rejected. Yes 37, No S8. 


ARTICLE 43 — To authorize the Selectmen to explore the National 
Flood Insurance Program and to arrange public hearings thereon. 
Vote on the Town’s application to be taken at a recessed meeting. 

Frank Yager moved and it was seconded to accept Article as read. 

This article will be discussed at the recessed meeting in May. The 

Article was voted on and carried. 


ARTICLE 44 — To see if the Town will vote to recess this meeting until 
Saturday morning, May 22nd, at 10:00 a.m. in order to consider and 
act upon the following matters, and no other, it being understood 
that no funds will be raised or appropriated at this meeting: 

1. Elderly Exemption on Real Estate Taxes.

3. Sanitary Landfill 


Donald Reny moved and it was seconded to postpone action on this 
Article until after Article 45. So voted. 


ARTICLE 45 — To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

The Moderator read the following addition to the Warrant to be 
brought up under Article 45 — ‘‘To authorize the purchase of a new 
payloader at a cost not to exceed $30,000 using the Highway 
Equipment Reserve Fund.’’ Frank Yager moved and was seconded to 
accept as read. So voted. 


ARTICLE 3 — To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for ensuing year and make appropriations for 
the same. 

Ernest Sherman moved and it was seconded to accept Article as 
read. After much discussion of the budget as proposed, Daniel Wolf 
made a motion to amend the Article to read ‘‘An overall S percent cut 
be made to proposed budget.’’ Joseph Digilio requested a paper ballot. 
The amended motion did not carry by a vote of Yes 46, No 49. 

Carl Christiansen moved to amend Article to transfer Revenue 
Sharing Fund to Equipment Fund and use the Equipment Funds to 
offset the Budget. There was no second. A vote was taken to accept the 
Budget as read. The budget was accepted. 

Roland Kinsman made the motion and was seconded to Transfer 
the Revenue Sharing Funds, % to Highway Equipment Reserve Fund 
and *% to the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund. Robert Vashel 
moved and it was seconded to table this motion. The motion to table 
was voted on and denied. James Wright explained that any Capital 
Reserve Funds have to be earmarked for a certain piece of equipment. 
He suggested we should stipulate what these funds are to be used for. 
Further discussion — A standing vote of thanks was given to the 
Firehouse Building Committee. Roland Kinsman rescinded his previous 
motion, agreed upon by Carl Christiansen who seconded the previous 
motion. Mr. Kinsman then made a motion ‘‘To Transfer existing 
Revenue Sharing Funds — *% to the Highway Equipment Reserve Fund 
towards the purchase of a loader, truck and grader and % to the Fire 
Equipment Reserve Fund towards the purchase of a pumper and 
tanker.’’ This motion was seconded. A paper ballot was taken, the 
Moderator explained that a % majority was needed on votes pertaining 
to Federal Funds. The motion was passed by a vote of Yes 66, No 28. 

Harold Folsom moved and was seconded to reconsider Article 4. So 
voted. Harold Folsom moved and it was seconded to table Article 4 ‘*To 
see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000 for the 
Highway Equipment Reserve Fund.’’ The vote to table was passed. 

Ernest Sherman stated he would check with the attorney as to the 
legality of the transfer of these funds. 

Roland Kinsman moved and was seconded to reconsider Article 5. 
So voted. Roland Kinsman made the motion and it was seconded to 
rescind the $5,000 appropriation provided the transfer of Federal Funds 
is legal. So voted (Article 5 — To see if the Town will raise and 
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appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the Fire Equipment Reserve Fund). 

Harold Folsom moved and it was seconded to take Article 4 off the 
table. So voted. Mr. Folsom moved and it was seconded to rescind the 
$7,000 appropriation to the Highway Equipment Reserve Fund provided 
the transfer of Federal Funds is legal. Motion was voted and carried. 

Norman Charpentier suggested that next year we should hold a 
public hearing on the budget. Mr. Sherman stated that there would be 
a hearing next year. 

Daniel Wolf spoke on the Kearsarge Regional School. He is not 
running for school board member this year. He announced that the 
three members who have filed are Beverly Smith, Tom Biuso and Carl 
Christiansen. He thanked the people of Newbury for their support. 

Dorothy Perkins had some thoughts for next year; Additions to 
Town Hall, connecting the Town Hall with the Selectmen’s Office: the 
probability of semiannual tax payments; and celebrating the 
Bicentennial in Town. 


ARTICLE 44 — To see if the Town will vote to recess this meeting until 
Saturday morning, May 22nd, at 10:00 a.m. in order to consider and 
act upon the following matters, and no other, it being understood 
that no funds will be raised or appropriated at this meeting:
